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1. Claims 1 and 35-46 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-15 of U.S. Patent No. 5,388,101. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each 
other because the instant claimed invention is a variation of the claimed in invention of the 
co-pending application wherein the base station is not explicitly recited as being a repeater 
but this would have been obvious in light of the function that the base station performs which 
including retransmission facilities. 

2. Claim 47 is allowable over the prior art of record.
